Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1945. 

No  major  epidemics  occurred  during  the  year,  and  the  decreasing 
incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  is  worthy  of  note.  Diphtheria  has  slightly 
increased  among  adults,  and  the  cases  have  been  highly  virulent.  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  cases  and  deaths  have  decreased,  but  there  is  still  far 
too  high  an  incidence  of  non-pulmonary  cases.  Pasteurisation  of  milk 
would  reduce  this  incidence,  and  do  it  quickly.  Milk  production  from 
non-tubercular  cows  would  have  the  same  effect,  but  past  history  and 
present  circumstances  give  little  ground  for  hope  in  this  direction. 

Every  other  consideration  for  the  public  health  pales  into  insigni- 
ficance before  the  need  for  more  houses  to  relieve  overcrowding  ; and  it 
seems  right  and  proper  that  everything  else  should  be  temporarily  shelved 
so  that  new  houses  can  be  built.  There  is,  however,  an  increasingly 
sinister  picture  always  before  the  eyes  of  your  Sanitary  staffs.  I refer  to 
the  “ unfit  ” houses  which  are  becoming  more  and  more  uninhabitable 
as  the  lean  years  pass.  The  time  cannot  come  too  soon  for  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  sanction  slum  clearance  again. 

The  work  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  still  hampered  by  shortage 
of  staff,  duality  of  office  held,  and  shortage  of  materials  with  which  to 
effect  improvements,  and  so  their  reports  are  still  war-time  ones. 

I have  gratefully  to  acknowledge  constant  courtesy,  co-operation  and 
kindliness  from  both  Colleagues  and  Councillors.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  continues  to  be  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity.  Sixty-three  bacteriological  examinations  were 
made  of  the  raw  water,  all  of  which  were  returned  as  satisfactory.  Two 
chemical  analyses  were  made,  which  showed  the  water  to  be  pure  but 
hard  (total  hardness  22.5,  temporary  hardness  17.5,  permanent  hardness 
5).  Practically  all  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are  connected  to  the 
mains.  Twenty-nine  connections  were  made  to  domestic  premises 
during  the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Some  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  elimination  of  cesspools 
in  those  areas  where  main  sewers  have  recently  been  laid.  It  has  not 
been  possible  owing  to  shortage  of  building  labour  and  materials  to  get 
all  such  cesspools  removed. 
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Some  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  winter  months  in  obtaining 
a satisfactory  effluent  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  owing  to  serious 
“ ponding  ” on  the  new  precolating  filters.  Treatment  with  chloride  of 
lime  proved  only  partially  successful  in  dealing  with  this  condition. 
The  Council  has  decided  to  seek  authority  to  instal  a further  filter  unit. 

Sludge  and  house  refuse  continue  to  be  composted  to  produce  an 
agricultural  fertiliser,  but  it  has  been  found  that  all  the  sludge  produced 
at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  can  no  longer  be  used  in  this  process. 
The  Council  is  reviewing  the  position  and  is  in  communication  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  concerning  their  future  policy. 

PUBLIC  CLEAXSIXG. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  a matter  causing  considerable 
difficulty  and  concern.  The  labour  iX)sition  has  remained  extremely 
difficult,  with  the  result  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  regular 
collections  at  fixed  intervals.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve 
matters  by  the  purchase  of  additional  vehicles  and  recruitment  of  further 
men.  House  refuse  continues  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  composting  system. 

The  Council’s  fleet  of  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  have  been  improved 
by  the  acquisition  of  a new  combined  cesspool  and  gulley  vacuum  empty- 
ing machine.  The  organisation  of  cleansing  services  generally  has  been 
consolidated  by  including  aU  such  services  under  a single  control  in  the 
Borough  Surveyor’s  Department.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  throughout  the  area  by  the  Mid- Wessex  Water 
Company  of  Frimley  Green.  The  supply  is  wholesome  and  meets  the 
needs  of  the  District.  There  are  approximately  66  private  wells  in  use 
in  the  area,  serving  houses  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough.  The 
water  from  the  main  supply  or  from  the  wells  was  not  analysed  during  the 
year, 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Borough  is  served  by  main  drainage  throughout  the  greater  part 
of  the  area,  provision  has  been  made  when  laying  the  sewers  for  future 
extension  so  that  eventually  the  whole  of  the  Borough  can  be  served  by 
main  drainage.  The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  purification  works  at 
Ashridge  by  means  of  septic  tanks,  rotary  sprinklers  and  sand  beds,  and 
a consistently  good  effluent  has  been  obtained,  periodical  samples  being 
taken  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  Inspectors.  The  old  works  at  Bucks 
Copse  are  used  on  two  days  each  week  to  relieve  the  Ashridge  Works. 
The  treatment  process  is  the  same  as  at  Ashridge  and  a good  effluent  has 
been  obtained  throughout  the  year. 


- . RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  only  stream  of  importance  is  the  Embrook  which  drains  into  the 
River  Loddon,  a tributory  of  the  Thames.  The  effluents  from  the  sewer- 
age works  discharge  in  this  stream.  No  report  of  any  pollution  was 
received  during  the  year.  Cleansing  of  the  stream  has  been  carried  out 
by  the  Berks  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  policy  of  conversion  of  privies,  pail  closets  and  cesspools  to  the 
main  drainage  system  continues,  although  little  has  been  done  during  the 
war  years.  There  are  63  earth  closets  and  144  cesspools,  and  in  the  case 
of  115  properties  the  sewer  is  not  yet  available. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Wet  Scavenging. 

Wet  Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  apparatus  and 
workmen,  without  charge  where  no  public  sewer  is  available,  but  otherwise 
a nominal  charge  is  made  when  the  premises  are  within  100  feet  of  the 
sewer.

Dry  Scavernging. 

House  Refuse  is  removed  weekly  from  all  properties  in  the  Borough 
by  means  of  a covered  S.I).  motor  freighter.  The  refuse  is  deposited  on 
low  lying  land  at  Molly  Millars  Lane,  and  is  dealt  'with  by  controlled 
tipping.  The  system  is  very  efficient,  there  being  no  nuisance  from  smell, 
burning  or  rats  ; the  land  covered  is  subsequently  let  for  grazing.  The 
Council  is  negotiating  for  a further  acre  of  land  adjoining  the  present  tip, 
for  use  when  the  present  site  is  filled. 

Salvage  is  still  an  active  pursuit  of  the  Council.  Paper  is  collected  at 
the  same  time  as  the  house  refuse  and  is  baled  and  sold.  The  Council’s 
pig  farm  continues  to  flourish,  swill  being  obtained  from  street  bins,  the 
County  Cooking  Centre  and  Military  Establishments.  Apart  from 
utilising  food  which  would  otherwise  be  wasted,  a satisfactory  profit  is 
being  made.  Spare  land  at  the  Sewerage  Works  is  also  being  cultivated.

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  at  present  two  plots  in  the  Borough  occupied  as  Camping 
Sites,  by  persons  of  the  Showman  type.  Water  supply  is  laid  on  and  earth 
closets  are  in  use,  the  sites  are  used  for  lying -up  purposes  during  the 
winter  season.  The  sites  are  not  licensed  for  camping.  A site  at  Symons 
Lane  near  the  Borough  Boundary  was  used  for  a portion  of  the  year  as  a 
gipsy  encampment,  this  was  unlicensed  and  no  services  were  available, 
fortunately  the  site  became  vacant  during  the  year  and  is  unoccupied  to 
date. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  was  called  for  in  this  District  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Smoke  Abatement  Act. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

The  privately  owned  swimming  bath  mentioned  in  previous  Reports 
is  still  in  use  and  is  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition.  It  is  very  popular 
with  residents  of  the  Borough  and  neighbourhood. 

DISINFESTATION. 

No  systematic  work  is  undertaken  with  regard  to  disinfestation, 
complaints  being  dealt  with  as  the}^  arise.  Zaldecide  spray  and  Cimex 
blocks  are  used,  and  assistance  was  given  during  the  year  by  the  I.C.I., 
Jeallots  Hill,  who  were  experimenting  with  a new  type  of  disinfectant 
which  in  practice  proved  very  effective.'

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  serviced  by  water  mains. 
There  remain  only  a few  isolated  dwelling  houses  with  wells.  These 
are  sampled  regularly.  Fifteen  bacteriological  and  one  chemical  analyses 
were  made  during  the  year,  all  of  which,  with  the  exception  of  one  bac- 
teriological, were  good. 


WET  SCAVANGING. 

Cesspool  emptying  is  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of  Bray,  Bisham, 
Cookham  and  White  Waltham,  the  average  emptying  per  premise  being 
once  a month.  Three  cesspool  emptiers — one  of  1,000  gallons  c?lpacity 
and  two  of  750  gallons  capacity — were  employed  ; and,  in  December, 
an  additional  750  gallon  machine  was  added. 


DRY  SCAVENGING. 

This  service  has  again  not  been  satisfactory.  The  labour  available 
has  been  50%  below  that  required,  and  has  resulted  in  the  working  of 
only  two  vehicles. 

Proposals  are  under  consideration  to  provide  additional  labour  and 
vehicles.  Four  machines,  each  manned  by  a minimum  of  one  driver 
and  two  loaders,  are  required  to  give  a reasonable  service.

The  Meat  Inspectors  of  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  and  of  the  Cook- 
ham  Rural  District  Council  are  working  a night  and  week-end  duty 
rota  at  the  above  slaughter  house,  so  that  every  carcase  may  be  inspected. 

Ninety-five  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  butchers’  shops,  and 
Central  Slaughter  House,  Maidenhead.

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During  the  year  serious  complaints  of  nuisance  arose  in  connection 
with  the  drainage  of  houses  in  Meadow  Way  Estate,  Binfield  Roati, 
Bracknell,  and  Shepherds  Lane,  Bracknell.  The  Council  decided  that 
they  would  press  forward  with  a main  drainage  scheme  which  could  take 
the  drainage  of  this  property,  and  accordingly  the  Consulting  Engineers 
were  instructed  to  prepare  such  a scheme,  together  with  a main  drainage 
scheme  for  Skimped  Hill,  Bracknell.  Skimped  Hill  is  to  be  developed 
as  a housing  estate  for  113  houses,  and  at  the  same  time  as  the  sewers  are 
laid  out  for  this  estate  and  connected  to  the  Council’s  main  sewer  in 
Wokingham  Road,  a branch  sewer  will  be  laid  to  take  existing  houses 
on  the  north  side  of  Skimped  Hill  Lane.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

By  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Local  Authorities  were  required 
to  undertake  a'  drive  for  the  extermination  of  rats  and  mice  from  the 
“ built-up  ” areas  in  their  Districts.  The  same  work  for  agricultural 
lands  and  premises  being  the  duty  of  the  War  Agricultural  Executive 
Committees.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

# 

A description  of  the  Water  Supply  in  this  District  was  given  at  length 
in  the  Report  for  1937  at  page  194,  which  need  not  be  repeated  as  the 
conditions  remain  unchanged,  and  further  comments  were  added  in  the 
Report  for  1938  at  page  202.  The  chief  source  of  supply  is  from  the 
public  mains  of  the  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company.  By  an 
arrangement  with  the  six  Districts  in  this  neighbourhood  on  the  same 
supply,  samples  from  service  pipes  are  taken  periodically  in  rotation  and 
the  results  of  the  analysis  circulated. 

Under  the  combined  sampling  arrangements,  operating  between 
neighbouring  Authorities,  24  Analyst’s  Reports  were  received  during 
1945,  on  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  public  supply.  In  no  case  was 
the  water  judged  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  Four  of  the  samples 
were  taken  in  the  Windsor  Rural  District, 
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Enquiries  made  during  1944  revealed  the  existence  of  “ supplemen- 
tary water  supplies,”  i.e.,  wells,  springs,  lakes,  etc.,  at  110  premises  in  the 
District. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  this  District  has  been  fully  described 

in  previous  Reports  under  this  heading  and  need  not  be  repeated.  Mr. 

E.  J.  Toy,  Sanitary  Superintendent  since  1920,  retired  in  June  1945,  and 

his  duties  have  been  taken  over  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Building 
Surveyor. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  Reports,  Wet  Scavenging,  i.e.,  emptying 
of  cesspools,  is  still  carried  out  in  the  Parislies  of  Sunninghill  and  Sunning- 
dale  at  the  few  houses  which  have  not  yet  been  connected  to  the  public 
Sewer.  There  are  in  addition,  a number  of  premises  in  adjacent  areas 
contiguous  to  the  boundaries  of  this  District,  which  are  given  service  if  local 
calls  permit. 

The  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  is  still  not  sewered.  Dr}^  scavenging,  i.e., 
the  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  in  all  three  Parishes  and  a 
separate  salvage  collection  is  made  in  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale 
Parishes.  A weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  now  been  reinstated  in  the 
two  latter  Parishes  and  a ten-day  service  operates  in  Old  Windsor.

Under  various  headings  I submit  below  a brief  account  of  the  Public 
Health  Work  carried  out  in  this  District  during  1945. 

It  is  with  some  regret  that  one  still  finds  the  Pre-war  thorough-going 
\ *■ 

Public  Health  curriculum  very  much  a mirage,  and  the  Post-war  “ spasms” 
disturbingly  unproductive. 
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For  the  first  time,  I have  to  report  the  appointment  of  Staff  to  the 
Windsor  Rural  District  Health  Department,  both  clerical  and  technical. 

During  1945,  preparation  was  made  to  begin  the  Rural  Housing 
Survey,  but  in  accordance  with  Ministerial  policy,  the  provision  of  new 
houses  has  taken  precedence  over  repairs,  although  the  latter  have  been 
called  for  in  many  isolation  instances,  and  the  Council  are  proceeding  to 
set  their  “ own  house  ” in  order  by  way  of  comprehensive  inspection  of 
Council  Housing  Schemes. 

Considerable  work  has  also  been  done  in  the  conversion  and  adapta- 
tion of  requisitioned  premises  of  which,  since  the  end  of  the  war,  the 
Council  has  assumed  control  of  five  houses  for  the  housing  of 
family  units. 

The  Register  of  applicants  for  re-housing  has  been  brought  up  to  date 
by  a complete  re-registration  on  revised  Forms.  Before  being  re-housed 
(in  converted  or  adapted  premises)  each  applicant  is  awarded  “ points  ” 
and  is  also  visited  at  his  present  home,  upon  which  a report  is  furnished 
to  the  Housing  Sub-Committee. 

The  routine  sampling  of  milk  and  water  supplies  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  the  number  of  bacteriological  samples  taken  being 
60  milk  and  5 water. 

Control  of  Civil  Building  operations  including  erection  of  small  dwell- 
ings by  private  persons  makes  heavy  demands  on  both  clerical  and 
technical  Staff.  One  cannot  help  feeling  that  much  labour  might  be 
saved  with  no  untoward  effects  by  a raising  of  the  £10  limit. 

With  gratitude  one  records  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

The  work  of  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  received  systematic  attention 
from  the  Council’s  part-time  Rodent  Operative,  who  is  an  experienced 
and  efficient  Officer.  No  major  infestations  have  occurred  in  the  District. 

Abbreviated  statistical  tables,  and  “ specialised  ” information  is 
given  under  appropriate  headings,  and  I conclude  with  appreciation 
and  sincere  thanks  for  your  own  kindly  and  wise  support  throughout  the 
year.

In  view  of  the  Government’s  sustained  appeal  for  restricted  use  of 
materials  and  labour  for  property  maintenance  purposes,  the  Council 
has  discontinued,  for  the  war  period,  the  general  maintenance  policy  as  to 
Council  houses,  referred  to  in  the  Report  for  1939,  page  127.  Restoration 
of  the  Scheme  is,  however,  envisaged  during  1946. 

At  Council  houses,  113  inspections  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
effecting  repairs  and  decorations  where  necessary. 
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The  control  of  Civil  Building  operations  by  way  of  issuing  (a)  Licences, 
{h)  Certificates  of  Essentiality,  (c)  W.B.A.  Priority  Symbols,  (d)  Materials 
Certificates,  has  thrown  a heavy  and  responsible  duty  on  Local  Authorities. 
One  hundred  and  thirty  Licences  and  21  Certificates  of  Essentiality  were 
issued  in  1945,  covering  a total  cost  of  works  of  £14,772.  In  almost 
100%  of  the  cases  inspection  is  made  before  Licences,  etc.  are  issued. 

Licences  to  erect  complete  new  houses  (small  dwellings)  were  issued 
in  two  cases. 

The  Council  have  under  way  the  preparation  of  three  Housing  Schemes, 
one  in  each  Parish,  aiTecting  114  houses,  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  18 
of  these  are  actualty  being  built  and  a contract  is  let  for  a further  24. 
The  preparation  of  one  site  (roads  and  sew^ers)  is  also  practically  com- 
pleted. No  prefabricated  dwellings  are  being  allocated  in  this  area.

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

Shortage  of  Staff,  and  Trading  Regulations,  have  continued  to  harass 
the  shopkeeper,  nevertheless  in  this  District,  in  which  the  majority 
of  shops  are  of  the  single-trader  type,  due  attention  has  been  paid  to 
health  and  cleanliness.  In  the  case  of  the  few  multiple  stores — there  is 
always  a ready  response  to  requests  for  improvements. 


CAMPING  SITES. 

One  site  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  was  licensed  during  the  year 
for  occupation  by  one  moveable  dw^elling.  This  makes  the  second  such 
site  in  the  District.  It  must,  however,  be  recorded  that  unauthorised 
use  of  land  and  dwellings  continues,  but  without  creation  of  a statutory 
'nuisance  and,  therefore,  having  regard  to  the  Housing  problem,  statutory 
action  by  the  Council  has  not  been  advised.  Temporary  buildings  on 
Ham  Island  w^ere  again  licensed  for  the  winter  months  in  accordance 
with  an  agreement  between  Windsor  Corporation  and  Windsor  R.D.C. 
(see  page  59,  1944  Report).

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

The  above  subjects  were  commented  upon  in  the  Report  for  1939 
(pages  128-129)  and  remain  substantially  the  same. 

The  scavanging  of  Friary  Island  and  the  sewering  of  the  Parish  of 
Old  Windsor  remain  unsettled  problems,  although  the  latter  is  now  well 
on  the  way  to  solution — a scheme  having  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  approval  during  the  year  under  review. 

^yitll  further  reference  to  Friary  Island,  it  becomes  increasingly  clear 
that  this  land  merits  the  attention  of  the  Boundaries  Commission,  and 
it  is  understood  that  an  adjacent  Authority  will  probably  raise  the  matter 
through  the  appropriate  channels. 

W ith  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  notes  under  this  paragraph  are 
liable  to  include  ‘‘  housing,”  of  whicli  there  are  one  or  two  “ black  spots  ” 
— suitable  for  clearance.  For  the  District  as  a whole,  however,  much 
might  be  said  of  favourable  sanitary  conditions  not  requiring  specail 
attention.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Waterworks  Undertaking  of  the  Council  has  satisfactorily  main- 
tained the  supplies  required  by  the  consumers  connected  to  the  mains 
but  as  stated  in  the  previous  Report,  the  combined  capacity  of  the 
reservoirs  and  towers  is  entirely  inadequate. 

Additional  storage  is  to  be  provided  by  the  construction  of  a new 
reservoir  at  Bowsey  Hill,  Wargrave,  with  a capacity  of  two  and  three- 
quarter  million  gallons,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  application  will  be 

4 

submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  approval  of  this  reservoir 
in  the  near  future. 

Extensive  works  are  required  to  be  carried  out  in  the  District  to 
afford  supplies  to  those  areas  without  satisfactory  or  adequate  water 
now  available,  and  one  scheme  for  main  extensions  totalling  six  and 
one-third  miles  of  mains  and  estimated  to  cost  £9,500  is  now  awaiting 
approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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A scheme  for  the  supply  to  Farley  Hill,  Swallowfield,  which  was 
'held  in  abeyance  during  the  war,  is  noAv  in  course  of  preparation,  and  in 
addition,  further  extensions  of  mains  and  to  the  waterworks  are  authorized 
by  the  District  Council,  but  the  preparation  of  these  schemes  is  held  up 
owing  to  lack  of  technical  staff. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  consumption  of  water  has  more  than 
doubled  during  the  war.  During  the  year  ended  3ist  March,  1940,  the 
consumption  was  180,726,000  gallons,  whereas  for  the  3nar  ended 
31st  March,  1946,  the  consumption  was  362,741,000  gallons,  representing 
practically  one  million  gallons  per  da^u 

The  foregoing  brief  particulars  give  some  indication  of  the  rapid 
grov/th  of  the  Waterworks  Undertaking,  and  there  is  a considerable 
amount  of  extremel}^  urgent  work  to  be  carried  out  so  that  a satisfactory 
supply  can  be  maintained  and  also  to  provide  for  post-war  development. 

OVERGROUND  SUPPLY  PIPES  IN  THE  MID-WESSEX  COMPANY’S 

AREA. 

These  supplies  are  still  being  maintained  b^"  the  Council’s  Water 
Department,  and  although  mains  are  to  be  provided  to  replace  these 
overground  pipes  in  certain  cases,  no  decision  has  \nt  been  made  rg. 
garding  the  lengths  of  pipes  and  standpipes  in  Holly  Bush  Ride  and 
Barkham  Ride,  Finchampstead. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  the  overground  pipes  are  unsatisfactoiw  and

unusable  during  frosty  weather,  they  are  costly  to  maintain  and  the 
whole  of  the  cost  for  the  supply,  maintenance  and  water  charges  are 
being  borne  by  the  Council.

A short  length 
of  new  3"  main  was  also  laid  in  the  Parish  of  Twyford. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Main  Drainage  Scheme  for  part  of  the  District  which  Avas  about 
to  be  commenced  at  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939,  has  been  given  highest 
priority  by  the  Council  since  the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  work  on  the 
first  section  of  the  Scheme  for  Erleigh  Court  area  and  Sonning  is  about 
to  be  started. 

The  Twyford  and  Ruscombe  area  is  prepared  ready  for  invitation  of 
tenders,  but  unless  the  position  regarding  labour  and  materials  improves, 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  carry  out  this  section  of  the  Scheme  until  the 
first  is  completed. 

It  is  intended  to  provide  sewers  and  temporary  SeAvage  Disposal 
Works  for  the  Council’s  Housing  Schemes. 

SeAverage  in  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Shinfield,  Wokingham  Without, 
SwalloAvfield,  Arborfield  and  Hurst  Avhich  are  not  included  in  the  Main 
Drainage  Scheme  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers,  are  areas  which 
should  receive  early  attention. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  due  to  cesspool  drainage  in  built-up 
areas  can  in  my  opinion,  only  be  solved  by  the  provision  of  seAA^ers. 
Difficulties  continue  to  be  experienced  oAvdng  to  lack  of  labour  and  time 
lost  in  obtaining  spares  for  emptying  vehicles. 

DRY  SCAVENGING. 

The  collection  of  salvage  and  refuse  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year  on  a fortnightly  basis  throughout  the  Avhole  of  the  District.  The 
position  regarding  labour  has  improved  steadily  from  October  onAvards. 
Every  effort  has  been  made  to  improve  the  tips  AAdiich  deteriorated  during 
the  war,  and  although  a considerable  amount  of  work  yet  remains  to  be 
done  they  can  noAv  be  considered  reasonably  satisfactory.  IVIr.  Evans, 
Salvage  Officer,  reports  that  the  amounts  and  value  of  the  salvage  disposed

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  209  plans  were  submitted  for  consideration  ; of  these 
106  were  plans  for  new  houses  or  for  alterations  to  existing  premises  to 
provide  additional  accommodation.  Twenty-one  plans  were  disapproved 
for  various  defects  under  the  Byelaws,  Public  Health  Act  1936  or  Water 
Act,  1945. 

Eighty-seven  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  provision 
of  new  houses  or  units  of  accommodation  by  private  enterprise. 

HOUSING  (RURAL  WORKERS)  ACT,  1926. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  are  at  present  in  abeyance  and  no  grants 
were  made  during  the  year. 

It  is  noticed,  however,  that  there  is  a great  demand  for  improvements 
to  Farm  Cottages  and  several  plans  have  been  received  and  civil  building 
licences  issued  for  improvements  such  as  the  provision  of  electric  light, 
bath-rooms  and  w.c.’s,  and  proper  drainage. 

This  work  is  being  carried  out  without  any  financial  assistance  in  the 
way  of  grant. 
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RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  64/44  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
on  the  24th  May,  1944,  requesting  the  establishment  of  Joint  County 
Committees  to  consider  the  carrying  out  of  a Comprehensive  Survey 
of  the  majority  of  houses  in  each  Rural  District,  a Joint  County  Com- 
mittee was  accordingly  established.  Special  Sub -Committees  were  duly 
appointed  to  consider  details  as  to  the  methods  of  carrying  out  the 
Survey.  It  was  agreed  that,  owing  to 'the  shortage  of  staff  generally, 
it  was  not  possible  to  commence  a Comprehensive  Survey  but  that  a 
preliminary  inspection  only  should  be  'made  in  order  to  furnish  the 
Ministry  of  Health  with  the  particulars  requested  under  the  various 
categories  specified  in  their  Circular. 

This  preliminary  inspection  was  commenced  during  the  year,  and  the 
undermentioned  figures  are  given  as  to  the  progress  made  up  to  the 
31st  December,  1945.
